There have been more mur­ 
ders this year than ever before and 
more lynching-, robberies and other 
crimes of violence.

One 
is the inefficiency of the police, who

He "hopes to secure the 
cooperation -of the departments of 
(lie interior, agriculture, and labor in 
an effort to divert the stream oly im­ 
migrants from the city to the farm.
